WHat true American does not rejoice that our na- 
tion is making every effort to provide an adequate 
defense for the liberties so hard won by our fore- 
fathers and bequeathed by them to us? They must 
not, they cannot perish. And if our elected repre- 
sentatives in Congress assembled have deemed the 
crisis of such a grave nature as to call for the un- 
precedented step of peace-time conscription, we shall 
accept the sacrifice with the fortitude which is a part 
of our national inheritance. 


But what of those of us who by age, by sex, by 
the chance of conscription are not called upon to 
give a year of our time, perhaps our life, for our 
country ? Can we let the young men called to service 
be the only ones to give a measure of their life’s 
span—with all the attendant sacrifices of income, 
family, personal freedom—in the defense of our 
country? We cannot. We dare not. Nor can a con- 
tribution of money to the Red Cross or other worthy 
object relieve us of the responsibility of matching 
their gift of time with some gift of time on our part. 
Some of us can volunteer (as some already have) of 
our time for Red Cross sewing, for taking training 
in home nursing (what if the “flu” strikes again!), 
in some form of civilian home guard. I venture to 
suggest another! 


Be a conscript for God in the defense of “the 
spiritual assets of the nation.”” A nation has a soul, 
but only insofar as the nation’s people develop her 


spiritual assets. The heroic defense of Britain, as 


For God and 


contrasted with the fall of France, is due in no small 
measure to the spiritual assets of high courage, 
morale, national solidarity, the sense of the unright- 
eousness of oppression which have ever been the pos- 
session of the English people and the English 
Church. To our peril and at great price, we Amer- 
icans have largely ignored the religious basis of lib- 
erty and democracy. \We have let the cry of the 
great Christian citizens of bygone ages, “FOR GOD 
AND COUNTRY,” become a pious euphemism, 
effeminate, shorn of reality. 


But service for God ts service for country. The 
physical assets of mine and forest, of field and 
stream, of factory and foundry, possessed in such 
abundance by our nation, must be matched in the 
spiritual assets of her people. It is people who make 
a nation great, equally with that nation’s natural and 
physical resources, 


Let us resolve to be conscripts ourselves from now 
on for God and His Church, for that also is service 
for country. It is a matching of the pledge of time 
with time. Let nothing hinder us from the weekly 
fulfillment of our Christian duty. Convenience, plea- 
sures, the pressure of lesser matters cannot release 
the conseript from the obligations of the discipline 
to which he has submitted himself for God or coun- 
trv. As Christian citizens of these United States, 
dare we be other than zealous in the high calling of 
Christ Jesus? |

The Church Moves Forward 


Impressions of General Convention 
By JOHN COMPTON LEFFLER 


When the Acting Editor asked me to “cover” Gen- 
eral Convention in 1500 words, I was a bit dubious, but 
now I know it can’t be done. On my desk is a pile of 
news releases four inches high without those pertaining 
to the Woman’s Auxiliary. Therefore, I can only give 
general impressions based upon these ten crowded days. 


The Shadows of War 


The most obvious thing throughout the session was 
the tragic shadow of war. From the opening address of 
the Presiding Bishop to the Pastoral Letter read at the 
closing service, we were constantly reminded that the 
world is troubled and bleeding. The natural concern of 
a daughter Church for the Mother Church of England 
was evidenced in the tumultuous receptions given to the 
Primate of Canada, Bishop Owen, and to the personal 
representative of the Archbishop of Canterbury, Bishop 
Hudson. Concrete expression of this concern was given 
in the authorization of a fund of $300,000 to be raised 
this year to assist the hard-pressed English Church in 
her missionary work. 


The world’s tragedy came to us also from the other 
side of the world in the reports of the Bishops in China 
and Japan. The status of the Church in Japan is still 
unknown. Two of our American Bishops returned to 
Japan before Convention began, and no reports have 
been received from them. 


The Challenge of a Warring World 


But it was this very shadow of war which gave rise to 
the second impression I wish to record, and that is a 
new conviction that the Gospel of Jesus Christ was 
never so important to the world’s welfare as it is right 
now; and that His Church never had a clearer call to 
its missionary task. Whatever one may think of politi- 
cal isolationism, there was no room in Kansas City for 
its spiritual counterpart. If the people who attended the 
Convention carry something of its spirit back home to 
their parish churches, there should be a great renewal 
of the missionary passion we have lost so largely dur- 
ing recent years. Here missions became something more 
than meddling with people who already had a religion 
of their own, and stood forth as the one all-embracing 
task of the Church and the only contribution it can 
make to the world situation. This was the theme not 
only of the two great addresses of the Presiding Bishop, 
but also of the representatives of the English Church. 
There was no bitterness or vituperation in their mes- 
sages—no singing of a hymn of hate—but only a simple 
sounding of the call that this is no time for the Church 
to retreat, but to advance against the hosts of evil in 
modern life at home and abroad. 


The Comprehensiveness of the Church 


Ever since entering the Episcopal Church, your re- 
porter has heard about its comprehensiveness, but never 
before has he really known how true that statemcat is.

Illuminations 
From the W. A., Kansas City, 1940

Approaching our convention city by night, while we 
were yet a great way off, we saw a high tower, exqui- 
sitely illuminated with ever-changing jewel tones and 
came to know it as the modern office building of a great 
public utility. The high tower gave your delegation a 
thrilling welcome to Kansas City and our first illumina- 
tion of beauty. Indian Summer in robes of red and gold 
stealing over the rolling landscape and cliffs along the 
Missouri added more—great beauty in this place, but 
greater beauty in people of good will. 

Miss Lindley likened our gathering of thousands to a 
miniature city of God, such a spirit of friendliness has 
prevailed, such a radiance upon the faces of devout men 
and women from many lands. It is a simple fact that 
there were no strangers here. 

The second illumination was the fellowship of kin- 
dred souls. We were a great gathering of 3000 women, 
about 500 delegates and 2500 alternates and visitors. 
We met together for five hours each day for ten days 
in swift-moving, hard-thinking business sessions. We 
sang together, we prayed together that we might lock 
our wills to His purpose, and we played together. So 
was our fellowship forged. 

A missionary just returned after years in China said 
to me, “I’m amazed at the really splendid way these 
meetings are conducted.” Mrs. Lucy Stebbins, our pre- 
siding officer, has remarkable ability, tact and gracious- 
ness. The Executive Secretary, Executive Board and 
many committees gave great help in making 1940 an 
outstanding Triennial.

Miss Margaret I. Marston of New York was elected 
Executive Secretary of the National Woman’s Auxil- 
iary of the Episcopal Church. She will succeed Dr. 
Grace Lindley, who is retiring after a long term of ser- 
vice at national headquarters. =

especially since her visit to missions in the Orient in 
1935-36, Miss Margaret I. Marston has been educational 
secretary on the national staff of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary since 1929. 

Eight members of the National Executive Board of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary were elected by the Triennial 
Meeting. |

Army and Navy 


Committee Formed 


At the request of Bishop Block, the clergy 
of churches near military posts met recently 
to form an Army and Navy Committee. 
This Committee is to devise plans for keep- 
ing all Episcopalians who may be called to 
the colors in touch with the Church and her 
ministry. The National Church has a sim- 
ilar committee functioning on a national 
scale. 

The two definite steps taken at the pre- 
liminary meeting were to ask Bishop Block 
to request the Chief of Chaplains at Wash- 
ington to station an Episcopal Army Chap- 
lain at the larger training centers such as 
Fort Ord and to let the people of the dio- 
cese know what training centers there are 
in the diocese and what churches are nearby. 

Two of our diocesan clergy expect to be 
called to full-time duty as Army Chaplains in 
the immediate future. These are the Rev. 
Todd Gillmor of Los Gatos and the Rev. 


Albert Muray of Mill Valley.* Other dio- 
cesan clergy who are either now serving or 
have in the past served in some capacity with 
the American or Canadian Armies or Navies 
are the Rev. Messrs. Louis D. Gottschall, 
Frederick Avery, Enoch Jones, Mark Rifen- 
bark, Allan Geddes, and Walter Williams. 
Bishop Block was Chaplain at Camp Dix 
during the last war, while Bishop Hobson 
of Southern Ohio was a Major of Infantry 
in active service in France, and Presiding 
Bishop Tucker also a Major overseas at that 
time. 

Chairman of the meeting was the Rev. 
David Todd Gillmor. Provisional officers 
elected at the meeting were the Rev. Fred- 
erick Avery, chairman, and the Rev. Walter 
Williams, secretary. Other clergy present 
were the Rev. Messrs. Stanley Ashton, Nor- 
man Snow, Allan Geddes, and Charles R. 
Greenleaf. Lay members are to be elected 
at the next meeting.

full program of the Auxiliary reached every 
parish and mission. 


And Nominations 


Four women were nominated for election 
by General Convention to membership on 
the Episcopal Church’s National Council. 
Mrs. Henry Hill Pierce, New York City, 
the only present member eligible for re- 
election, was nominated; also Miss Rebe- 
kah L. Hibbard, Pasadena, Calif., who has 
served one term, 1931-34. New nominees 
are Miss Mary Johnston, Glendale, Ohio, 
former member of the Auxiliary’s National 
Executive Board, and Mrs. Henry J. Mac- 
Millan, Wilmington, N. C., who is at pres- 
ent a member of the Executive Board. 
Nominations go to the Presiding Bishop, 
who appoints, with subsequent confirma- 
tion by the National Council. 


The third illumination was the evidence 
of faith—plans for the future, nothing doubt- 
ing. The theme of the 1940 Triennial was: 


Witnesses to the Power of God 


This thought was considered in three 
areas: Policies and Procedures; the World 
Christian Community; Christian Family 
Life. 


Policies and Procedures—Under this head- 
ing, the following subjects were considered: 
United Thank Offering (the service of pres- 
entation of that million-dollar gift must be 
told another time) ; Unified Program; Tith- 
ing; the United Youth Movement; the Pre- 
siding Bishop’s Forward Plan. 


The true function of all policies and pro- 
cedures is to put ideals into practice and to 
carry inspiration over into action. This is a 
difficult but vital task because, unless it is ac- 
complished, even the finest ideals are worth- 
less and inspiration vanishes. 


Out of the deliberations of the women at 
Kansas City have crystallized a number of 
new forward steps: advance work in the 
United Thank Offering budget, a call to study 
the unified parish program, a determination 
to accept tithing as our standard of giving, 
an offer to assist in carrying out the Presid- 
ing Bishop’s Forward Plan, and a promise to 
further the new Youth Movement, which has 
been called the “spearhead” of the ten-year 
plan. 


These are the new plans offered to us as 
implements for progress but their success de- 
pends upon the effort and courage of the in- 
dividual parish groups. 

The World Christian Community—These 
subjects were considered: Peace and the New 
World Order; Church Unity and Coopera- 
tion; Preservation of Freedom and Democ- 
racy in the United States of America. I quote 
from the Triennial Report of the National 
Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
that—“No program can be complete without 
the recognition that at its heart lies the World 
Christian Community. All that we have said 
or done while here, we have said and done 
as members of that Community. 

“What are we doing in our own spheres 
to witness to that membership? When we are

Dean 
Springer presided at the opening session 
of this conference, when the “Needs of 
the Field” were discussed. Among the 
speakers at this session were Miss Mar- 
garet Williams, secretary of college work 
in the Province of the Pacific, and her 
predecessor, Miss Ellen Gammack, who is 
now the Personnel Secretary of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Auxiliary. 

On the evening of October 12th, Saint 
Margaret’s House held a reunion dinner 
at the Hyde Park Hotel, Kansas City, 
attended by thirty graduates and friends 
of the house. Toastmistress at this dinner 
was Miss Margaret Williams, president of 


Saint Margaret’s Alumnae Association.

Thoughts attended, for I was at the 
on General sessions of the House of 
Convention Deputies in San Francisco 


in 1901 practically as reg- 
ularly as if I had been a member. I was a 
member at Boston in 1904 and have been 
ever since. It is most interesting to cast 
back in one’s mind and realize that with 
all their routine business, they are apt to 
differ greatly. Each is likely to have one 
or two specially vital matters in which 
centers the concern of the Church, or per- 
haps it would be more accurate to say 
matters of chief importance for the future. 
In 1904 the chief debate was on Marriage 
and Divorce and a compromise was reached 
which pleased no one but under which we 
acted for thirty years. From 1916 to 1925 
Prayer Book Revision was at the front, but 
in 1919 it had to share interest with the 
development of the National Council sys- 
tem—a structural change of vast impor- 
tance. 1934 will always be remembered for 
the start of the Forward Movement, and 
so far as I can judge at the moment, noth- 
ing quite equalled for the future in 1937 
the Declaration of Purpose to unite with 
the Presbyterian Church. 


And as I think over the Convention just 


closed I would like to bracket two achieve- | 


ments as in first place. The first is the great 
Forward Movement inaugurated by the 
Presiding Bishop, carrying on the present 
Forward Movement, bringing it into closer 
relations with the National Council work 
and planning a ten-year campaign. This I 
think may also be said to include the memo- 
rable decision to make a large contribution 
to help the Missionary Societies of the 
Church of England in their hour of strain. 
The Convention was filled with an enthu- 
siastic desire to go forward in the evange- 
lizing of thte world. It faced the difficul- 
ties. It knew that money does not come 
_ easily in these days; hut it resolved to go 
forward, not only in our own work, but to 
reach out and help our Mother Church and 
if possible to give help elsewhere. It seemed 
to realize that the future of Christianity 
and of the world would be definitely af- 
fected by what America does. Our share 
may not be great, but we intend to do what 
we can. 


The second important achievement is 
very closely aligned with that whole mat- 
ter. We decided to drop our exclusiveness 
and to join the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. We fol- 
lowed up our resolution of three years ago 
and joined the World Council. We re- 
affirmed the Declaration of Purpose to 
unite with the Presbyterians. 


The Federal Council is the federation 
of all the principal Churches of America 
except the Roman Catholic. It has been 
thought of by many of our people as pan- 
Protestant and they have feared that in 
some way membership would hurt our 
Catholicity; but recently the Syrian Ortho- 
dox Church joined and the pan-Protestant 
fear was dissipated. Now we can hold up 


which Bishop Block came to Kansas City 
in advance of the Convention to take part 
in is one of those enterprises. We did not 
make much progress with the Presbyterian 
matter but did approve of cooperation in 
missionary and educational matters. 

We did some other good things: gave 
Suffragan Bishops a vote, elected a new 
Bishop of Anking, authorized a new 
Hymnal. We requested a seat in the Wash- 
ington Cathedral for the Presiding Bishop 
as recommended in the report of a Com- 
mission of which Dr. Rifenbark was a 
member. But we failed to do some impor- 
tant things. We debated a new canon on 
Marriage and Divorce. The House of 
Bishops passed it not very hopefully; the 
Deputies turned it down. It was at best a 
makeshift and the Commission itself asked 
that a new Commission take the matter up. 
The Deputies approved of intinction and, 
strangely, of communion in one kind; the 
Bishops passed it up to a committee. The 
Bishops passed an amendment to the 
Prayer Book authorizing a shortened Com- 
munion Service. The Deputies defeated it. 

Some of these things were inadequately 
treated because we did not have time. The 
Convention made the serious mistake of 
trying to adjourn two or three days earlier 
than usual. Everyone felt the pressure; 
and much work was poorly done as a re- 
sult or not done at all. It is a mistake to 
think that a great body, meeting only 
triennially, can hurry its business. 

Of the Woman’s Auxiliary and its great 
offerings and great meetings I must let 
others speak; and of the many interesting 
“side-shows” as well. Nor can I speak of 
our Deputies and their part more than to 
say that they did their job well. We were 
proud of them; and very proud of our 
Coadjutor, a new Bishop who holds al- 
ready a position of fine leadership. Nor 
can I close without saying one word of 
gratitude to our hosts. They were grand. 
Their city is a lovely city and we never had 
finer accommodations. 

Some good things we did. Some we left 
undone. But I am sure we helped forward 
even a little the cause of God in the world.

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We Cannot Hold 
Our Peace 


The common axiom that the Church 
must not mix in politics easily lends itself 
to a support of political and social practices 
that are really un-Christian. For this rea- 
son it is a dangerous saying and easily 
becomes a source of conscience-evading 
rationalizations which eventuate in damage 
to the soul and perpetuation of human 
misery. Yet it contains an essential truth, 
‘which the Church can disregard only at the 
price of grave peril to her unique function. 


It is perfectly true that the Church is a 
religious institution, not a political party. 
The Church’s task is to proclaim the Word 
and administer the Sacraments, not to tell 
people how to vote. In her indispensable 
aspect, she is not a sociological or even an 
ethical, but a religious, teacher. This the 
Church must never forget. If she ever should 
forget it, she would cease to be the Church. 


But an integral part of the Word of God 
which the Church proclaims is the law of 
love—the only law which Christians are 
obliged to keep. Even the Sacraments, far 
indeed from having no social, ethical, or 
political implications, point directly and dra- 
matically to God’s love and the obligations 
which it lays upon us. If love motivates the 
Christian, then his approach to social and 


political problems must necessarily be col- | 


ored by it. He cannot exclude the basic 
(and, in a sense, the only) teaching of Chris- 
tian ethics from his political activities. He 
will find that, by implication, the Church has 
much to say to politics, and those who would 
silence her inevitably fall under the judg- 
ment of that very love which she proclaims.

H. Y.C. Says: 
Did You Know ? 


Of special importance to everyone, 
whether young or old, is the House of 
Young Churchmen program for the com- 
ing year. It is of importance to everyone 
because it is a program in which every- 
one in the Diocese can take part: On 
November 17, a combined Service of 
Young Churchmen and College Students; 
December 24, a Christmas pageant pre- 
sented in the Cathedral by members of 
the House of Young Churchmen; Febru- 
ary 15 and 16, the Fifth Annual Conven- 
tion of the House of Young Churchmen, 
to which every parish or mission may 
send five delegates and a certain number 
of alternates to be announced later; and 
on April 19 and 20 the Annual Wayside 
Cross Pilgrimage. The Diocesan Council 
of the House of Young Churchmen sin- 
cerely hopes that all the young people of 
the Diocese will take part in these com- 
ing activities. 

The House of Young Churchmen is the 
name given to the organization of the 
Young People of this Diocese. It is com-

posed of all the young Church members 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty- 
five, and it is the body that co-ordinates 
the work of local parish young people’s 
organizations, whether they be a Young 
People’s Fellowship, a Girls’ Friendly 
Society, or a Server’s Guild, into definite 
Convocational and Diocesan programs. 
Although this organization has only been 
in existence for about five years, it has 
made great strides toward accomplishing 
its purpose, which is to stimulate and 
lead interest in that work of the Church 
provided for young people. The House 
of Young Churchmen is organized along 
both Convocational and Diocesan lines 
with representative councils leading the 
work in their respective sections. It is the 
duty of the Diocesan Council to organize 
and lead that portion of program of the 
House of Young Churchmen which deals 
with the young people’s Diocesan activi- 
ties. It does not, in any way, direct or 
enforce any type of program upon the 
local parish groups; it does, however, of- 
fer to give help in the way of program 
and activities material to these groups, 
and in this way builds up interest in its 
own Diocesan program. 

The Diocesan program is arranged so 
as not to conflict with that of the indi- 
vidual groups; rather, it is planned to sup- 
plement their program. The Diocesan 
program is not extensive, but it is planned 
so as to give the young people a feeling 
of the corporate life of the Church. 

As a project of service to the Diocese 
the House of Young Churchmen has 
undertaken to give support, in the way 
of material rehabilitation, to three mis- 
sions in the Salinas Valley area. These 
missions are located at Parkfield, Jolon, 
and San Ardo.

Clarifies Purposes

house” for dates for activities connected 
with college work in the Diocese through 
reports of, and interest in local situations; 
(2) Make itself cognizant of the facts and 
details of college work in the Diocese, and 
study the needs, philosophies, and tech- 
niques of college work locally and through- 
out the Church; (3) Act as the policy-mak- 
ing body for college work in the Diocese; 
(4) Act as agent to promote and deepen 
interest in and support of college work 
among the clergy and laity of the Diocese.

That is the third general impression. In the 
amazing fellowship of our Church one finds 
the greatest assortment of churchmanship, 
social and economic views, and political 
opinions conceivable in any fellowship. For 
example, our delegation sat directly behind 
the deputies from one of the most Anglo- 
Catholic dioceses in the Church. We voted 
on opposite sides of many subjects. Some- 
times their side won, sometimes ours. But 
it was all done in good nature and good 
sportsmanship. On social questions one 
found the extreme conservatism of the 
southern layman confronting ofttimes the 
liberalism of their clergy. 

This comprehensiveness is possible not 
only because of the friendliness of the fel- 
lowship but because of the democratic na- 
ture of the Church and of the solid group 
in between all extremes which will tip the 
balance now this way and now that in the 
firm conviction that the Church’s compre- 
hensiveness is a priceless asset which must 
be maintained. Call it the typical Anglican 
ability at compromise if one will, but it 
makes our Church unique. 


A Liberal Convention 


Having written the above, it has been 
quite clear that this Convention of 1940 has 
seen the scales tipped on the side of liberal- 
ism. After years of debate our Church is 
at last a member of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America and of the 
new World Council of Churches. The pro- 
posed concordat with the Presbyterian 
Church was not presented at this Conven- 
tion because the commission felt that more 
discussion was necessary. But the Conven- 
tion did approve the continuance of the dis- 
cussions and made canonical provision for 
permission to be given to Presbyterian 
ministers to preach the Gospel from Epis- 
copal pulpits with the consent of the 
Bishop. 

The social liberalism of the Convention 
was revealed in its approval of the appoint- 
ment of a commission to safeguard the 
conscientious objector to military service, 
and by its refusal to prohibit the Church 
League for Industrial Democracy from 
holding forums in the same building with 
the Convention. The proposed amendment 
of the Church’s famous Canon 41 on Mar- 
riage was voted down, but even this was a 
mark of dissatisfaction at the continuance 
of a quibble which the House of Deputies 
felt should be dealt with afresh by a new 
commission, Several reasons have been 
given for the liberal nature of this Conven- 
tion, but chief among them must be listed 
the presence of many more younger bis- 
hops, clergy and laymen than in recent 
years. 


Et Cetera 


Space does not permit more than a men- 
tion of the following: The color and im- 
pressiveness of the opening service—the 
Lincolnesque simplicity of the Presiding 
Bishop, thrilling the joint session with his 
call to go “Forward in Service’—the mas- 
terful parliamentary skill of Dr. ZeBarney 
Phillips, President of the House, and the 
moving power of his prayers—the quiet 
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humor and great simplicity of the message 
of Bishop Hudson, representative of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury—the lineup of 
eager debaters ready to tackle a “hot’’ sub- 
ject—the Bishops sitting at their desks in 
the Little Theatre looking for all the world 
like the U. S. Senate—the dinners of 
C.D.S.P. and the Eighth Province marked 
by such rare good fellowship—the crowded 
lobbies and restaurants; in other words, the 
whole great, crowded spectacle of a Church 
in action—a Church of which to be proud.

editor. . . . Plans for the honoring of 
Bishop Parsons on his retirement have 
gone beyond the talking stage, and the 
service on December 29 in his honor at 
the Cathedral will be but a small part of 
the tribute which is paid him by people 
from all walks of life... . A committee 
is actively engaged in preparing plans for 
adequate chaplaincy services for the newly 
created army and navy camps within the 
borders of the Diocese. This represents 
one of the most urgent problems and 
opportunities of our day, the caring for 
the spiritual needs of the young men who 
are conscripted for training. The Rev. 
Charles R. Greenleaf is secretary of this 
committee. . . . Mr. Greenleaf’s Parish 
Bulletin, The Grove Churchman, which 
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this department regards as one of the 
finest it has ever seen, contained a stir- 
ring editorial on spiritual conscription on 
October 13, which is the basis for the 
editorial in this issue of the Pacific 
Churchman. ... The Rev. A. V. Muray 
of Mill Valley, who has long been a re- 
serve chaplain, has been called into active 
service for a year’s time and has already 
left for the station in the Monterey area. 
The Church of the Incarnation, San 
Francisco, suffered severe loss in the 
deaths of two of its devoted vestrymen, 
John Swift and Alexander Leckey, within 
two weeks of each other. These men will 
be missed not only in the Parish but in 
the larger Diocesan family. However, 
there is joy in the realization that each 
has left sons and daughters who are loyal 
to and active in the Church. ... Since 
thoughts are now turned from the General 
Convention to the more immediate steps 
forward as represented by the fall canvass, 
a plan used by the Rev. Fred Avery of 
San Rafael deserves notice. Mr. Avery’s 
canvass chairman continues in this off- 
cial capacity throughout the following 
year with a skeleton committee of two or 
three men, who immediately contact new 
people coming into the parish to enlist 
their support. ... A permanency note 
is added in the news that the Rev. Joseph 
Doron has purchased his own home in 
Richmond and will be moving soon... 
San Mateo’s group for young married 
couples, under the leadership of Mr. Paul 
Reed, is an extremely large group. Inci- 
dentally, the rector of that Parish, The 
Rev. Lindley H. Miller, is the author of 
a fine induction service for church school 
teachers. . . . Miss Margaretha Stach, 
director of religious education in Trinity, 
San Francisco, won a well deserved 
tribute for her varied activities in last 
month’s issue of that parish’s bulletin. 
. The young people of St. Paul’s, San 
Rafael, have probably the livest discus- 
sion meeting of any group in the Diocese, 
while young people of Incarnation, San 
Francisco, have been performing a most 
notable parish service in the conducting 
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of evening prayer every Sunday evening 
there. . . . East Bay young people are 
ready to resume their basketball league. 
Many bulletins are now coming 
regularly to this editor and they are 
greatly appreciated. Is yours?

To Kansas City came 1100 young people, 
taxing all local hospitality, for a great Youth 
Week-End during General Convention. 
There was a Mass Meeting on Friday night, 
the 11th, with addresses by the Presiding

ing Bishop Quinn explained to the young 
people what the main problems were which 
General Convention faced, and then the 
young people visited the House of Bishops, 
the House of Deputies and the Woman's 
Auxiliary sessions. On Saturday afternoon 
a plan was presented for uniting all the 
young people of the Church through worship, 
study and action. The plan was approved 
and the immediate adoption urged by the 
young people.

in a social group where antisemitic talk runs 
rampant, do we have facts at hand to refute 
the slander against our fellow-religionists ? 
By what conscious effort are we showing to 
the world of hate that in the Christian com- 
munity, peace can reign? Are we making of 
our own Auxiliary or Guild a meeting place 
of Christian minds and hearts which is a 
visible demonstration of that ‘peace on 
earth’? When we have achieved such at- 
mosphere in the place where our personel in- 
fluence bears wight, then, and then only can 
we move on to visualize what such a world 
community some day may be!” 


From Miss Lindley’s Report 


“There is potentially one unifying force, 
only one world-wide fellowship and that is 
the Christian Church. But if the Church is to 
bring humanity into a fellowship called by 
Christ’s name it must solve, not just talk of, 
problems. And every group in the fellowship 
of the Church must take its place in solving 
them. The only way in which the Auxiliary 
can face the future is by obeying these im- 
peratives : 

“1, We must find the way to change war 
into peace. 2. We must do away with racial 
antagonism. 3. We must make American 
social conditions Christian. 4. We must 
gain a deep understanding of the faith of 
the Church and that faith’s implications 


for the Church’s mission in the world. 
5. We must insure the Church’s members 
giving themselves absolutely to Christ, 
putting Him above country and self and 
possessions. 6. We must furnish the 
Church with men and women and money 
adequate for a great advance at this time. 


“If we meet these imperatives, what a fu- 
ture stretches before the Church! A future 
which has two glorious guarantees: the first 
is that Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever, is unconquerable, the dark- 
ness cannot overwhelm Him; and the second 
is, that we, the women of the Church—no, 
we must not say it of any one group only— 
we the members of His Universal Church are

unconquerable in Him, the darkness cannot 
overwhelm us.”
